guinea pigs in the experiment.

Markey, D-Mass., said the radioactive .

For archers, staring into eyes of enraged bull elk enhances 





TlRnronstopuction provides me wim a 
release of energy that's been building since 
duck season ended last winter. It also helps - 
me to savor the slower action of later up- 
land bird and duck hunts. Another benefit 
of dove hunting is that it isn't too hard on 
the body, which gives me more time to 
prepare for trekking in the mountains later 
this fall. 

Finding doves is the lone drawback. to on 
enjoyable-hunt. Almost^ony-shotgun-and — 
shell combination will woric, the weather is 
.usually pleasant (particularly if you like it 
hot), and a dog is not a necessity unless 
you're foolish enough to drop birds pver 
knee-high alfalfa or a com field.
